THE CUBAN QUESTION 


Occaples the Attention of the 
Senate. 


Senators Object to the lJtt«rance8 of 
the Spauista Kllni^ter, 
Deliome. 


WASBÍXGTON, March 10.—The Cuban 
question continues to be a drawing 
card in the senate, attracting large 
crowds. In the opening prayer Rev. 
Wallace Eadclifie made passing refer- 
ence to the blessings of peaoe, and 
invoked divine guidance and blessings 
on all nations. 


As soon as the journal had been read, 
Mr. Lodge, republican, of Massachu- 
setts, rose to a question of personal 
privUege. He said he had read, on 
Sunday, an interview attributed to 
Senor Dapuy de Lome, of Spain. There 
was nothing singular in this fact, as the 
Spanish minister communicated largely 
through the newspapers. But in this 
case the minister called in question 
the accuracy of a statement made by 
him ( Lodge). 
The senator sent to the 
desk and had read the minister's refer* 
ence to Mr. Lodge's utterance, calling 
in question the translation of a state- 
ment attributed to General Weyler, in 
which the latter declared that he would 
exterminate" 
the insurgents. 
Mr. 
Lodge commented on the exactness of 
the translation and said that a literal 
rendering of General Weyler's language 
would be that he would "clean out" the 
large insurgent bands and "extermin- 
ate" the small ones. Mr. Lodge said 
he did not wonder i,t the extreme 
sensi^veness of the Spanish people, 
but he did^not thi^k this offered any 
excuse for the Spanish minister in 
adopting the course he had. 


Mr. Teller said the rule was unvary- 
ing against a -communication by a 
foreign minister «xcept through the 
state department. 
There should be 
no comment by a foreign minister. He 
should not be heard at all, except in 
the regular 
channels. 
Twice had 
foreign ministers been sent home for 
statements of less importance than this. 
But considering the circumstances," 
added Mï. Teller, ' had I been in 
authority I would not have sent him 
home for this offense, but I would have 
had the secretary of state, in a most 
kindly way suggest that ai'epetitiott 
of the offense would lead to his going 
home." 


Mr. Teller then turned to the con- 
ditions in Spain. He did not think 
the outbreak of students should give 
offense. The Spanish authorities were 
doing all in their power to stop the 
trbuble^ There was no probability that 
Spain would dissent in an ojSiensive way 
to the passage of the pending resolu- 
tions. Spaih knew we bad a right to 
recognize the belligerents. Spain would 
naturally show some feeling but she 
would x^ot go to war. 


At 2 p. m. the Cuban discussion 
ended and Mr. Turpie took 'the floor 
on the Dupont case. Mr. Hoar's reso- 
lution introduced yesterday pioviding 
that the Cuban question go over until 
April 6, went over until tomorrow. Mr. 
Hoar saying he was in poor health and 
unable to speak on his resolution to- 
day.

MADBIP, March 10.—There- was a 
serious anti-American riot at Salamanca 
yesterday evening. 
The students, as 
usual, were the leaders of the disturb- 
ance. 
They 
carried Spanbh and 
American 
flags 
and burned the 
latter 
amid 
the 
acclamations of 
the crowds which gathered to wit- 
ness the "patriotic" 
demonstration. 
Eventually the eend'armes charged the 
rioters and dispersed them temporarily. 
Later the students reassembled and 
gathered another mob about them. 
The prefect hurried to the scene and 
exhorted the students to disperse; but 
they hooted his utterances, cheering 
for Spain and denouncing the United 
States. 


Finally the prefect was compelled to 
call upon the police for protection and 
the gend'armes again 
charged the 
riotous students who met the onslaught 
with showers of stones. 
Order, how- 
ever, was finally restored and the 
university was closed. The authorities 
fear there will be additional outbreaks 
today and elaborate preparations have 
been taken to promptly suppress them. 


The Heraldo today publishes tele- 
grams saying that the newspapers of 
Chili and Mexico support Sp'liin and 
condemn the "Absorbing and dom 
ineering policy o! the United States." 


BABCELONA, March 10.—Careful in 
vestigatiou 
shows conclusively 
that 
Spanish politics have bad a big hand in 
the Barcelona disturbances. 
Nearly all 
the inhabitants here are Catlains and 
the Catlaics almost to a man are re 
publicans. They are heartily opposed 
to the present govern ment, and are 
making demonstrations tere against 
the United States with the direct pur- 
pose of putting the government in a 
hole and possibly causing its overthrow.

was a

agreement is carried out McDonald 
will be one of the delegates, because 
one of them is conceded to Allen. 
Colonel Robertson charges that the 
followers of McDonald voted more dem- 
ocrats than than they did republicans, 
and that the result, ss declared, does 
not repre^nt the wishes or sentiments 
of Allen county republicans. 
In the 
interest of harmony and good feeling 
the defeated element may not raise 
this issue, but that remains yet to be 
decided. 
One of the 
candidates 
represented in Saturday's 
primaries 
was C. D. Law, a division superintend- 
ent of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago railroad. 
The republicans of 
Allen county will present bis name to 
the republican state convention as a 
candidate for delegate at large.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 10—Near- 
ly one-half of the large plant of the E, 
C. Atkins company, saw manufactur- 
ers, at 202 to 216 8outh Illinois street, 
was burned early this morning. The 
fire started in the paint shop. The loss 
will be between $75,000 and $100.000, 
with insurance of $56,750 on the por- 
tion burned. The company has branches 
in Memphis, Chattanooga and Minne- 
apolis. The tire will in no way cripple 
the concern and new buildings will re- 
place the ones destroyed. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 10.—Shortly 
after 8 o'clock this morning fire was 
discovered in the sub-cellars of the five 
story warehouse and distillery of Mill- 
havitch, Fletcher & Co.. at No. 414 to 
518 East Pearl street. The entire fire 
department waS' called out, including 
the new Hale water tower, which had 
its first use at a fire. 


The entire front part of the structure 
was totally destroyed with its contents, 
but the fire was limited to that build- 
ing except the Pearl street Methodist 
church adjoining, which was damaged 
considerably. 
The loss is estimated at 
$100 000 in liquors; $30,000on building; 
$25,000 on machinery. A rear building, 
containing a laige quantity of liquor, 
was badly damaged, making the total 
loss $200,000, iully insured. The fire 
spread so rapidly that the employes, 
numbering about 
seventy five, had 
great difficulty in escaping, but so far 
as known at present no one was injured 
or lost. The loss is fully covered by 
insurance.

HORRIBLE 
T A L E S 
o r Dealb and ?ieglect Coming From 
Martinsbnrg', Sfo. 


MFXICO, MO., March 
1 0 . — O n e of the 
most horrible tales of death and ne- 
glect that has ever happened in t h b 
part of the state has just came to light 
at Martinsburg, Mo. Coroner Rodes, 
of this city, received a telegram from 
Father Dill, of the Catholic church at 
Martinsburg, ielling him to come im- 
mediately. On his arrival he was taker 
to the farm of Pat Cronan, an old Irish 
farmer. Here an awful sight was dis- 
closed. Lying on a bed in the room was 
the body of Mr. Cronan in a most ad- 
vanced stage of decomposition and the 
stench which filled the house was almost 
unbearable. 
Mrs. Cronan, who had 
been subject to insane spells, was going 
about her household duties ss usual, 
cooking a meal in the room where the 
corpse lay and taking no special notice 
of it. 
Nothing could be learned from 
her as to when her husband died or 
what caused his death. It seems that 
Mrs. Cronan thought her husband very 
ill, and eat up with him cach night 
until his face became black. She then 
became frightened and told the priest. 
Mrs. Cronan has taken sick and died 
since. 

She was to 
have been taken to the asylum today.
